At the midwinter meoting of the exoontive of
the American Whist Loague the programme of
events [oF the NEXt CONITORN WAA lmom?d wrae-
tically na published in TnE SUN on Nov, 9%,
The only changoe of importance was In the iys-
tem adopted for the Minneapolis pnir contest.
The nggestion was to play Mitohell compnss
whist for threo scesions, and then to play the
finals on  Hafford's system, tho cight highest
goores In the eormjinss gamos to be eligiblo.

The defesta of this systom wero onsily recog-
pieed, aml the commitiee at Huffalo wisely
ehanged It 1L 18 now settlad that the prelim-
tnary rounda will be played on the Howell sy
tem for moving the playors, so that esch pair
will met every other, but instend of taking the
maximiu peore on the hand as its posaibility,
oach doil will be vonslderod o mateh, and those
getting more thun the average will be eredited
with & uateh won, the best mates senro at the
and deviding the winnoers.

There I# probably no subjoot which is at-
tracting 80 much attentlon among whist play-
ern as the cotmparative morits of the varlous
aystems for deterininihg the results in pale
playing. There & an undoubtled prejudios
agalnat the Howell system of scoring; partly
bocaise crerything appeara as n loss, and the
fargest gaing do not show on the soore sheot at
all, and partly bocauso there seems to bo so
much luek in cortaln’ pairs escaplng the blg
siillings.*  In some matches these run Into
targe flgures, At the Whist Club, on Jan. 13,
the differenico between maximum and minfmum
on twenty-two doals was sixty-five tricks,

Almost every club Ip the country Is experl-
monting with sonie change In tho method of
peoring pairs, but nono of them seem to have
yeached any definite concluslon as to which s
the best, In some casos careful comparisons
bave boen made by the whist committes, and
the results have been tabulated and prosented
to the mumbera In arder to allow them to vole
for tho one they liked best. This was done at
the Whist Club of New York at the #nd of the
@t pair tournament, and it was voted to
peore by avernges in futnre, as will bo dono at
the next congresa,  Home of the results discov-
gred by these comparisons wore vary eurious,

Threa ways of croring were tried on each
mateh.  First, tha Howell mothod, taking the
maximum on, each bhand and charging up the
Josses. Bovond, ealling each hand a matoh,
and avernging ita value, disregarding the deci-
mals, 8o that if o hand was 9.3 one way and 4.7
the othor, it was called &is 8 by b nand.  Every-
thing above the average was called a match
won, and the exact averngo was called a half,
Third, the decimals were proservad in every
band, and cach pair was charged with lta
galns and losses in tricks and tenths, When
the top score was n Lie on the recond systom,
the declals were referred to to settle the tie,
but only for those pairs.

It was found that the averaging system was
the ensiest and quickest for the scorers, unl
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trumps In one hand or none of & suit in two
hands, or somothing of that kind,

In order to avold changing the direction of
the nrrows, tho newly aoﬁnlmmrl could be put
in a tray which would reverse the pmition o
the denal, while leaving the nreows polnting in
the same direction, By this means it would

Iimpossible for the players to tell when they
were playing an original deal, and whon it was
Al m-nrplnf. and It would not be necessnry to

in¥ the whole sorics of hands hefore overplny-
ny, any of them, for the committes eould send
in some ovorplays bofore half tho originala hnd
heen playved, No notles wanld be taken of the
numbers on the trays, and only four trays need
be used, Just enourh to seenre the prn‘pcrmn-
tion of the deal. Tormey's alips shonld be used
In order to prevent the play ets from Leenlng A‘:J'
rocord of what was mado on any hiad, nnd the
rosult would not be announced untll the mateh
WA OVEr.

was happoning to them.

CONCERNING SHOTH,

Tt has Intoly bocomo wuch the fashion for
pll:{aﬂ to take long shots on certain hands,
and when the alm Is well takon they fmi'uonuy
bring down blg game, ‘I'he tronhle with most
shot players Is that thoy do not exerclse
wdgmoent In selecting the hands upon which

oy tiko long chances, The general principle
Inyw bs that if youdon't hit the mark
you don’t lose anything but s cartrldge, which
may be an nco or o Jong trump,  Most peraons
peom to think, howaever, that a shot is trying to
hit the mark when your partner is directly in
the line of fire. The excliement to them seems
to in sealng whether they ean hit the bhulls-
e[:e without killing their pirtner, when one of
those two things must happen,

The rlliinmr‘lnclmu of shot plays in that thoy
should nnt undertaken except with hands
which are pmellmllr dond unless they hi tho
mark and will not lose much if they misns it.
Ax an Mustration, take the following, which
was plagod in the match botweon tho f{nlulwr-
Eocker Whist Club and Staten Island on Jan.,
24, 7 dealt and turned the heart aco, Thom-
son and Foster wero Y and Z rospectively:

This was
found extromely tedious, for it took chout two
hours Lo flgur e out the results for twelve palrs,
Bot 1L had the merit of proving itself, and
showing that cver -leinr had been correctl
scored and nvurnroi. which is not the case wi
1l or the match system,

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THE PACERS ARE STAYERS.

THEY KEEP UFP NIGH SPEED 1IN
THE FASTEST BACKA ON BRECORD,

Old-Time Tyne Improved In Conformation, Ao
then, and Radurance-Srtar Polnter's Ureat-
et Mace—The Fasteat Fourth Meat Content
Wen by BRobert J.—Hreoding of Winnora

Tho controveray recently started in the horse
world respecting tho relative stamina of the
Amorican trotter and the Engllsh thoroughbred
hine brought the admircra of the pacer to the
front with a elafm that the onoe-despised ' slde-
wheaoler'" In an stout and as gnmo ns Lthe best of
the horse kind. Every oid-time turfman oan re-
member when tho very word pacer was deomed
to be a aynonym for softness, or Inok of staminm
and epdurance, There were many notable ex-
captions, but pacers in general were univer-
pally wegarded asm non-stayers. To say that
n trotter wam a converted pacer or that
he had m pacing croms ' close up In  his
pedigree was almoat equivalent to saying that
ho could nelther go a distance nor repeat, It
lowered his market value materially and even
influenced the betting in rnces of divided honts.
The pacer of that perlod, however, was & vastly
different horse from the Iateralgaited harness
horse of to-day. His pedigroe generally traced
utealght to *'the woods,"” In conformation he
was narrow In the forehand, with a light mid-
dle pleee, eut up in the flank, s drooping rump,
and weak-looking hind parts. His galt wna
ahufMling, with a pronounced awaying motion of
the body from slde toside when at speed, thus
ndding to the nandionp of defective conforma-
tion that of tiring action.

Wiith the advent of the trotting-bred pacer
this old-time type has nearly disapveared from
the turf. More than 80 per cent, of the winners
of tho present day are just as well bred as the
trotters, tracing in noarly all canes to trotting
familien of r ized promi on both sidos
of the house. Tho family of George Wilkes,
whieh furnishes more winners among the trot-
tors than any other, also gives to the turf more
fant pacors; full brothers of this tribe, like the
trotter Myron McHenry, 2:15%, and the pacor
John It. Gentry, 2:00Y, frequently galning ree-
ords at the two differont gaits, Although cer-
tain well-known students of the breeding prob-
lem maintain that trotting-bred horses paco be-
eauno of *“*structural incongruity,” or, in other
words, on acrount of thelr conformation, the
monst experioenced turfman or trainor would not
altempt to toll from the conformation of n
horso standing still whether ho would start of
onairot or n pace. So far as tho eye oan pers
coive, there is not much, il any, difference be-
twoeen the structure of the modern pacer and
that of the trotter. The drooping rump, high
withers, light waist, and othor distinguishing
characteristics in the conformation of the old,
“brush-brod "' rackors of Lthirly years ago have
pretty nearly disappeared, and the typleal trot-
ting bred pacerof to-day is just about as sym-
metrical, level, and substantial in structure as
the trotter, 1lis gait is likewise an improve-
ment on tbat of the old-time type. Much of the
swaying body motion has been lost, nnd the

nctlon is more nearly straight ahead and direct,
like that of the trotter,

To this improved action, eonformation, and
bresding of the present-day pacer, horsemen ni-
tribute much of the superior ataminn which is
clnimed for him. A comparison of tho best
paciug races on record for three, four, flve, and
six honts, with trotting races of the same clnss,
indleates that the pacer ¢an hold his own for
repeating capacity. The credit of the fustest
three hoats on record is rrully evonly divided
between Star Pointer, 1:584, and  John R,
Gentry, 2:00ly, At Floetwo Park, Sept. 2,
1806, Gentry defoatod Frunk Agan ftobart J.,
and Star Poluter in 2:030, 2:031, 2:08%,
tho aggregato time  of the  three  miles
being  6:104%, At Mystle Park,
about  two weeks afterwnard,
beat Frank Agan and lobert.J, in 2:0U%, 2:0319,
2:03%, n total of G:04y for tho three miles. Both
performnnces were made over slow tracks, and
when the time of the fastest heat was the
record of the winner, Gentry's has the meril of
showing Improving speed as the race progroessed,
but Star Pointer’s nggregate nnd ave time
is a fraction faster and stands as the best on
record. The Tennesseo champion fafled to Im-
prove it lust year in his seories of races
ogalnst Joo Patchen. While the naverage
time of the three heats s 2:03
four scconds slower than the

. or
beat  time
that Star Pointer has made for asingle mile,
Alix, 2:08%, the champlon trotter, has to her
crodit three heats which a\‘el'ag: 2:00%, or only
two seconds slower than her best record for s
slngle mile, - Botween tho fastest and the slow-
est honts of the best trotting race on record
there Is a difference of only one second, with
the last hent tho fastest of the three, Star
Polinter's champion riace shows n difference of a
second and a quarter hetween thoe fasteat hoot,
which was the first one, and the slowest beat,
which was the last one, So that the comparl-
son In the case s clearly in favor of the trotter,

Hut the followers of the elrcult would prob-
ahiy agree that three heats in 2:08% is hardly
the limit of Star Pointer's spocd and stumina,
He paced a first beat (n 2:02 Inst yenr, n second
heat In 2:08%, and a third heat In 2:040%, but In
each raco the avernge for three heats was
alower than that of 15040, Star Polnter s ono
of the few pacing bred '{mt‘era on the turf. His
slre, Brown Hal, 2:124, held the champlon
pacing rocord for stallions in 1888, and he was
n full brothor to Little Brown Jug, 2:11%,
holder of the world's record for pueers fifteen
veara ago. Sweopstakes, the dam of Star
Pointer, is also tho dim of Hal Pointer, who
lowered the world's record to 2:004 In 1882,
The summnary of Star Peinter’s chnmulon three-
hent race follows:
